Presidents have killed time after they left 
office. 

Washington laid on his vars and enjoyed 
himself. 

The elder Adams became literary. He 
took part in revising the Constitution of 
Massachusetts, in 1820. On his death-bed, 
on the 4th of July, he thanked God that 
Jefferson still lived. 

Jefferson enjoyed the homage of the 
world to his greatness, and luxuriated in 
celebrity. 

Madison became adviser of his party, 
helped revise the Virginia Conatitution in 
1829, and was useful generally. 

Monroe stepped from the Presidential 
seat into the high office of Justice of the 
Peace. He, also, was President of the 
Convention that revised the Virginia Con- 
stitution in 1829. He was very poor. 

John Quincy Adams thirsted too heart!i- 

ly for public life to be shelved. He after- 
wards ran for Governor, as Anti-Masonic 
candidate, and was a Representative in 
Congress for seventeen years, winning his 
greatest fame as an invincible debater. He 
died in the Capitol building, having fallen. 
like Chatham, in the midst of an exciting 
discussion. 

Jackson resided at the Hermitage, but 
thundered from its private walls for his 
party, helping it to overwhelming suprem- 
acy. 

Van Buren took to rural philosophy and 
the serene hoe, dropping his rustic pursults 
only once, to help thrash out Cass.

The Way These Fighting Chaps 
| Train tor a Battle 


Hie sleeps on a good mattress, with plen- 
tv of warm covering, rises promptly at 5 
o'clock inthe morning, rain or shine, and 
immediately proceeds to a shed reom on 
the rear of the Jot, about 10X12, where 
he exercises with the dumb bells, a sus- 
pended sand-bag weighing about 400 
pounds, cannon balls and two heavy bags 
attached to cords running over a pulley. 
This exercise is continued for about half 
an hour, and is done to develope the mus- 
ele of the arm. the flesh on which now 
feels like buckskin stretched over marble. 
After this he wraps himself up as warm as 
possible, and muiiles up his face so as to be 
hardly describable, for the purpose of pro- 
ducing profuse perspiration, and starts out 
for his four mile walk—two in and two out. 
Returning, he undergoes a salt-water bath 
and undergoes a pretty severe scrubbing 
and rubbing process, sufficiently rough, 
indeed, to take the skin off almost any 
other man but him. After the bath, he 
dresses warmly again and rests awhile, and 
then breakfasts moderately on beef or mut- 
ton, with trimmings—the meat, of course, 
always rare. His diet is substantial, and 
varies but little from that of a laboring 
man, ulthough probably he does not eat as 
much. After breakfast comes a rest Of an 
hour or so, or until one o'clock, when he 
dons his walking shoes, each weighing 
about five pounds, and, accompanied by 
one or both of his trainers, and well mut- 
fled up, he starts out on a walk of from 
thirteen to sixtecn miles—and as a walkist 
he is a decided success. A day or 80 ago, 
when the Natural Bridge road, and, in- 
deed, all the roads about the suburbs of the 
city, were in a muddy, slippery condition, 
he walked fourteen miles in one hour and 


fifty minutes, loaded down as he was with | 


the heaviest of clothing, and said he felt so 
little fatigued that hecould haye repeated 
itin the sametime. His powers of endur- 
ance aie astonishing. On his return from 
the walk he enjoys a short rest, then eats 
supper, and x short time after supper, 
comes another walk of twoor three miles. 
He never ventures out after the dampness 
of evening sets in, and is in bed promptly 
at So’clgck. These are his everyday cxer- 
cises. rain or shine.
